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► HOW THE DOLE HAS DEVELOPED 

G reat Britain is realizing to 

her cost just now that her unemployment in- 
turance. known as the "dole.” has got completely 
ovlTT>( bounds, and from a paying scheme ten years 
ago has dropped behind to the extent of £300,- 
000.000, with the prospect of the debt piling up 
to something like £500.000.000 unless drastic 
changes in policy are made. 1 — - 

From the inauguration of the scheme in 1911 
until 1920, before unemployment grew acute, little 
or no difficulty was encountered. The employers and 
the insured workers maintained their contributions to 
the state and in 1920 the fund had a credit balance 
of no less than £100,000,000. But that seas when 
the number of those insured did not exceed some two 
and a half million people in selected industries. Then 
the whole scheme was extended until it covered 12,- 
000.000. practically all classes of workers save do¬ 
mestic servants. 

This was where the "dole” commenced and the 
full contributory system broke down. At the present 
rate of unemployment, indeed, contributions to the 
fund represent about half the amount paid out m bene¬ 
fits. with the cost of administration not taken into 
account. The slate has to make up the rest, and this 
accounts for the debt of the fund—now £300,- 
000,000, and still mounting up. 

It is all very well to blame governments when a 
condition of this kind arises. Unemployment insur¬ 
ance was demanded by the public and the demand 
obviously could not be disregarded. The coalition 
administration in 1921 could do nothing else but ex¬ 
tend the scheme to meet conditions which manifested 
themselves, at that time. It has now developed into a 
grave national problem for the solution of which 
drastic readjustment is being advocated.

After all. Providence has implanted a guiding 
light io all of us. In some there may be an uncon- 
trollabHe desire to stifle it by the murky atmosphere 
of their own creating. It should be allowed to burn 
brightly so that the march from youth to the full 
responsibility of citizenship may be unfaltering. At 
the worst, however, we may consider the present gen¬ 
eration sound at the core. Those who roll their ryes 
and sigh for the days when youth was supposed to 
be Iesa precocious, less sophisticated, will continue to 
think the youth of to-day is headed for perdition. 
But it will come out on top. 

SERVING HIS COUNTRY POORLY 

M ahatma gandhi marked his 

release from prison by an announcement that 
the Nationalist civil di so bedienc e campaign will con¬ 
tinue unabated. Apparently nothmg short of com¬ 
plete independence of Great Britain will satisfy this 
pathetic figure. Meanwhile, however, he is suspend¬ 
ing judgment on Premier MacDonald's proposals. 

It is unfortunate that one who seems to be able 
to influence the lives and conduct of so many people 
should adopt this stshd. Whatever Britain should 
or should not do, whatever black marks the pages of 
.history may contain, it it clear that no British gov¬ 
ernment at this stage will consent to dictation either 
from Gandhi or anybody else. To get out of India 
and leave that great country to its own devices, to 
become the battleground of the many conflicting ele¬ 
ments. would amount to a confession on Great 

Britain's part-ol bankruptcy in statesmanship. 

' ' *♦ ' ••» 

Leaders ol aD the political parties in Great Britain 
are agreed that good progress toward complete self- 
government for India was made at the recent Round- 
Table Conference in London. Mr. Baldwin publicly 
stated the other day that if he were elected to lead 
a new government at Westminster he would continue 
Premier MacDonald's work as far as it concerns 
India. Nor is there sny danger that a Liberal gov¬ 
ernment would shirk its responsibility in this regard. 
Mr. Churchill and a few die-hards, cheered on by 
The Morning Post, may refuse to recognize the chang¬ 
ing times. But they are greatly in the minority. 

There is no doubt at all about the ultimate events 
in India. It is fully recognized that complete Do¬ 
minion status, with her people just as free to manage 
their own affairs as the people of Canada are free 
to manage theirs, must be conferred upon India. How 
soon that will be will depend lergely upon the outcome 
of the renew e d conferences when the Indian delegates 
get back borne. In the meantime. Gandhi, by his 
implacable attitude, it not serving hit country as 
Igel] as he might.

In general it controls the 
academic activities of the institution such as the cur- 
rrcuhrm. educational standard, instruction, examina¬ 
tions and the granting of degrees, while the Board 
of Governors is charged with financial administra¬ 
tion. The Senate is partly - appointive and partly 
elective, while the Board of Governors is wholly 
appointive. 

Mr. Hayward will be a worthy successor in the 
Senate to Judge Lampman who was an admirable 
member of that body from Victoria for many years. 

A GREAT NOVELIST 

N eil munro, the well-known 

Scottish novelist, who died recently, will be 
remembered by Victorians as a visitor to this city 
with a number of distinguished British journalists 
who toured Canada some years ago as - the 
guests of the Canadian Pacific Railway Com¬ 
pany under the guidance of the inimitable George 
Ham. As an outcome of their trip laudatory articles 
on Canada appeared in the leading Old Countiy 
newspapers, some of which singled out Victoria for 
special distinction. Mr. Munro was a member of 
the editoriat staff of The Glasgow News, to which 
he contributed a special column for many yean. His 
novels include, The Lost Pibroch, John Splendid, 
Children of The Tempest, Doom Castle and The 
Clyde, and won for him a Urge circle of admiring 
readers. 

NATURE ALTERING NIAGARA FALLS 

N ature- has been changing the 

shape of Niagara Falls on the United States 
side. l ire comparatively even brink of a week ago 
has been disturbed by the breaking away of hundreds 
of thousands of tons of rock from near the centre of 
the falls, with the result that it has assumed a curved 
shape, faintly resembling the famed horseshoe falls 
on the Canadian side. It. is also feared, moreover, 

! that other slides may follow. 

I The crumbling away of the lip of the falls, of 
course, has been going on for centuries. Indeed, it 
| has been said that at one time the falls must have 
been at the mouth of the Niagara River, or very 
close to the point at which it enters Lake Ontario. 
The slide of a week ago, however, will serve to attract 
the attention of our own people and the people of the 
United States and emphauze the need for interna¬ 
tional action if the majestic beauty of one of the 
wonders of the world ia to be preserved. 

Nearly two years ago the Canadian Parliament 
approved a treaty providing joint measures to prevent 
erosion, preserve the natural beauty of the falls, and 
at the same time release an additional amount of 
water lor power purposes. The recommendations 
contained in the treaty came from an international 
board composed of Canadian and United States 
engineers; but the Senate at Washington has not acted 
on the treaty. • 

To prevent further slides, of course, it will be 
, necessary to reinforce the brink of the cataract with 
concrete. Unless this is done, as engineers have 
I pointed out. the process of erosion will continue 
I until the falls eventually will become little more than 
| a series of steep rapids. And the falls on both ssdes 
of the border naturally would be involved.

The air that Is Inhaled through 
the nose and through the mouth, 
preferably the former, passes by means 
of the trachea or windpipe to some 
larger tubes known aa bronchi, which 
then divide up into still smaller 
branches, from which the air passes 
Into the cells of the lungs. The smaller 
branches are called bronchioles. 

The suffix ~lUs” at the end of any 
word means an Inflammation. There¬ 
fore. bronchitis Is Inflammation of 
the larger tubes, bronchiolitis Is In¬ 
flammation of the smaller ones. 

When the air enters the nose It 
la warmed ond otherwise modified. 
Thus solid particles which It con¬ 
tains. including carbon, dust, bacteria 
or other materials, adhere to the moist 
surfaces of the cavities through which 
the air passes 

The walls of the bronchial tubes 
are constantly covered with mucus 
and the whole respiratory tract has 
little hairs or cilia which wave in 
such a manner as to force foreign 
substance* outward.. When these sub¬ 
stances reach the sensitive portions 
of the breathing tract, thf cough¬ 
ing mechanism helps to throw the 
foreign substance outward. There are 
cases, of course. In which the bac¬ 
teria am not thrown, out nr in which, 
their virulence Is so great that they 
promptly infect the tissues. 

Damage to the surface of the tubes 
may result by constantly inhaling 
dirty air, dust or gases. Inflammation 
of the surface may result from poison¬ 
ous substances. Very large substances 
actually tear the surface in the at¬ 
tempt of the_ tissues to get rid of 
them. When these things happen, the 
germs esuss an Infection and the 
result Is an acute form of bronchitis 
or Inflammation which may through 
persistence become chronic.
